His humility, honesty, warmth, and friendship can all be found in the man 
himself After two decades on the Hill, for his committment to education, his contributions to athletics, and his loyalty to Montgomeiy 
Bell Academy and its students, we proudly dedicate the 2000 Bell to Mr. Floyd Elliott.

After many difficult years with 
constricted entrance areas, a new, three-lane 
entrance has been created that allows smooth 
traffic flow from Harding Road to the campus.

During the summer of 1999, the junior school 
building, first constructed in 1982, was gutted as 
architects designed a new addition to the building. A new 
publication room provides the microbe newspaper Top of 
the Hill greatly needed space and new print-making 
technology. The facility includes eight classrooms and a 
new Massey Commons for junior school functions, study 
halls, and administration meetings. In addition, the building 
contains a beautiful new lobby, a study area, as well as 
enlarged office and reception areas.

Also, the 
building’s exterior complements the new science building, 
both of which provide a unique forefront to the Ball 
Building. The renovation includes new patios for school 
functions. With an ever-expanding student body, the junior 
school finally has some much-needed space.

There was no celebration. No true celebration until they won their twelfth game of the season in the 1999 Clinic Bowl beating 
Christian Brothers 49- 1 5. Sure, there were moments of relief and satisfaction, but never any celebration. In late August, the team won their 
first game against one of last year’s state champions, Lincoln County. Another week brought another state champion in Oakland Murfreesboro, 
which the team handily defeated. Then two weeks later, after a completing a slaughter of Baylor at home, on September 10, the team 
hosted Florida’s national powerhouse Jacksonville Bolles. In the most stunning upset in a decade of MBA football, the Big Red defeated the 
Bolles Bulldogs with a 73-yard drive capped off by an 18-yard touchdown run from junior quarterback Ingle Martin. The 26-21 victory 
kept MBA’s dreams for an undefeated season alive. After three more seemingly simple wins, they met the team they beat 21-19 in last 
year’s Clinic Bowl - Brentwood Academy, coached by MBA alum Tom Moore. The meeting produced the same result however as MBA 
beat the Eagles 3 1 -0. Satisfied but not nearly finished, the Big Red prepared for their Homecoming game against Christian Brothers. The 
weekend celebration saw the team crush the Purple Wave 47-7, as they rolled into their bye week with a 9-0 record. But no one relaxed yet, 
as was evident from their October 29“' showdown with Father Ryan at Vanderbilt. Either the luck of the Irish had run out or the Big Red 
was simply the best team Nashville had ever seen. With their 55-12 bulldozing of Ryan, the Big Red awaited their first playoff game 
against McCallie, which had crushed Ryan 60-21 in the first round. After a 35-7 victory, it was on to the Clinic Bowl against Christian 
Brothers who drowned in another wave of Big Red. The 49- 1 5 blowout gave the Big Red their 1 00“' victory of the decade. Two consecutive 
state championships, a nineteen-game winning streak over the past two seasons, and a # 1 6 USA Today national ranking by December. But 
no celebration until that inevitable night on November 20. With senior leadership from Jonas Rodriguez, Barton Simmons, and Tate Rich, 
the team went through the season with a work-like effort as they accomplished their goals under the guidance of Coach Bowers. With 
Coach Bowers’ and Caudill’s explosive offense and a sensational quarterback, the team scored points at will. Meanwhile, Coach Elliott’s 
first defensive team allowed only 34 points the entire season. The players’ passion, the coaches’ expertise, and the team’s modesty all made 
the 10L‘ season of MBA football one of the greatest ever.
